Hanneken'’s life was saved, as it gives us alrne 
version of the affair, The Japanese have been 
circulating several reports as to the affalr, and It 
Is only this morning that the Japanese Consul 
gave a so-called officta! version which, it Is 
needlesa to say, was quite different, He reported 
that the Chinese had first fired ard that several 
men-of-war accompanied the (ransport, all of 
which, it In needless to say, was a very weak 
apology, and yet there were a few, Iam glad to 
say a very few, who belleved the report. But 
Von Hanneken's affidavit sete everything io Its 
true light and the indignation of the foreigrers 
knows no bounds. For the Japanese Heutenant 
to declare war then ard there ‘was simply an 
act of piracy, and as for firlng on the Chinese 
struggling in the water, “ murder "Is rather @

The Chowchow/s, & German steamer 
chartered by the Korean Governm:nt but-flylog 
the German flag, was stopped and -boarded by 
the Japanese man.of-war, but was afterwards 
allowed to proceed, Whelber the deapaiches 
were taken of not we on this sido cf the Yellow 
Sendo not yet know.

The Japanese soldiers have helped themsclves 
to stores belonging to Korean merchants several 
tlmes, taking therefrom quantliles of shirnings, 
etc, They contiaually help themselves to fowls, 
aod they are rapidly ‘returoing to the robber 
atate from which their fathers emerged 30 years 
ago, There are only 2,029 of them remaining 


‘to Seoul, the rest having all gone to, Yashan to 


dilve the Chinese soldiers out. A skirmishing 
pasty of about sco have been defeated by the 
Chinese, but an ongagement with the maln body 
of the Japanese army is bourly expected, perhaps:

We bad arranged, Captain 
Galsworthy and J, before the Japanese boat 
came alongside that he should Insist on belng 
allowed to return to Taku, the port where we 
started fram, since we had started from there 
before any declaiatlon of war. 

“Tr acems thot the Japanese parlementatre 
did not give rny.tim: to Captain Galsworthy to 
insist on anythirg when he told him 1a follow 
the Japanese man-of-war, and neither did I hear 
of tals order before the Japanese officers 1:ft the 
ship. : 

“When then Captain Galsworthy told me. of 
the resnlt of the parley, which I Interpreted to 
the Chinese Commanders, there was @ great: 
uproar amongsithem and thelr soldiers, They 
menaced with swords and rifles Ceptain and 
crew and all Europeans on board in case the 
Copteln dared to get up bis anchor, Again! 
had to do my u’most to appease this turmoll, and 
then I told the Captain to holst a singal for the 
parlementaire taxt ta come back. She came, 
and this time 1 myself went to the gangway to 
speak with the Japancse officers. We could not 
risk to let the Japanese far/ementatre come on 
board, because soldiers with rifles and swords 
were flocking about.aad surely would have made 
short business of them ff they hed shown any 
siges of not givirg' fo to our request. 

“T told the Japanese officers, who anived on 
the gangway ladder with their right hand to the | 
sword hilt: ‘The Captain's hands are forced.; 
be (x net able to obey your orders, the soldiers 
on board would rot al'ow bievte o so, Com- 
mandey snd sotdlers Instat to bo allowed to 
return to the port where they started from. The 
Captain and think that this ts « just vand fair 
request even If war shou'd be already declared, 
considering that we started In time of peace’ ° 

“T made sure that the par/ementadre under- 
stood me. They left saying they would refer 
the matter to'their Captain, 

“ After the boat arrived at the Japanese man- 
of-war we bad to wait some time for an answer, 
At lost the slgnal was hoisted: ‘Quit the sbip 
ag coon as possible,’ This could only be meant 
for the Europeans and crew, but there was no 
chance, and perhaps no intention to follow this 
advice. <
